other obligations, and also with instructions to report fully to the Council, 
pointing out any objectionable items in the accounts, and suggesting 
improvements and extra safeguards. 


(2) Such Auditor or Auditors shall be appointed prior to the beginning 
of the financial year, and the audit shall be, as far as practicable, a 
continuous one. 


(3) The term of office shall be not less than three nor more than five 
years, and the holder or holders shall be ineligible for immediate re- 
appointment. 


(4) The full reports of the Auditor or Auditors shall be published 
along with the Treasurer’s Financial Statements. 


Tenders. 

74.— Except in the case of purchases by auction or at public fairs or 
markets, all tenders or purchases where the gross amount exceeds £100 
shall be obtained by competition publicly invited in one or more of the 
Manchester newspapers, and the acceptance of all tenders shall be reported 
to the Council, except where a statement of the details would manifestly 
be inimical to the interests of the Corporation, especially in the case of 
tenders accepted by the Gas Committee, the Electricity Committee, and 
the Tramways Committee. 


Contracts. 
75.—All Committees of the Council shall print the names and addresses 
of the successful Contractors and Sub-Contractors in the Epitome. 


76.—In every case where it is proposed by a Committee to give a 
Contract to any foreign firm or to purchase goods of foreign manufacture, 
the Chairman of that Committee shall be required to draw the attention 
of the Council to the matter, and to explain the reason or reasons why 
the Council is asked to sanction such Contract or Purchase.

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77.—Contractors tendering for or executing work under this Council 
must then and at all times during its execution be paying to the whole 
of their workpeople (except such as may be employed under special 
provisions agreed upon by the employers and the organised bodies of 
workers) the standard rate of wages in the several districts where their 
workpeople are actually engaged in the execution of work, and must 
also be observing the hours of labour as well as the aforesaid rate of 
wages recognised by the Associations of Employers and the local 
organised bodies of workers in the various trades in the several districts 
where the work is being done, and must not prohibit their workpeople 
from joining trade societies, or continuing members of such societies. 


Should the Council have, in its opinion, reasonable grounds for believing 
that the above conditions are not being complied with, the contractor 
shall be required to produce proof (to the satisfaction of the Council) of 
his compliance with the said conditions. 


The contractor shall not assign or underlet the contract, or any part 
of it, or sub-contract, except with the consent of the Council and upon 
such conditions as it may think fit; but if the tenderer at the time of 
tendering states his desire to sublet any portions of the work not usually 
done by him, the Council will consent provided that the sub-contractor 
is a person approved by it; the principal contractor shall be responsible, 
however, for all work done by such sub-contractor, and for its being 
carried out under the same conditions as if executed by himself. 


Clauses embodying the various points herein named shall be inserted 
in all contracts for work, and contractors shall be required to signify their 
assent to them in writing. Failure to comply with any of the conditions 
set forth in such clauses shall, at the option of the Council, leave it within 
the power of the Council to cancel the contract, or to call upon the 
contractor to pay to the Council a sum to be fixed by the Council not 
exceeding £500. 


This Standing Order shall not apply to purchases of patented articles. 


That it be an instruction to the several Committees of the Council 
to supply a copy of this Standing Order when inviting persons or firms 
to send in quotations for goods or work. 


78.—The various Committees shall observe and give effect to the

Admission of Public to Council Chamber. 


80.—Strangers shall be admitted by ticket only, signed by a member, to 
witness the proceedings at meetings of the Council and General Purposes 
Committee under and subject to the following Rules and Regulations :— 


(a)—For each meeting a ticket to admit one person to the 
gallery of the Council Chamber shall be sent to each member of the 
Council with the notice convening the meeting. The Lord Mayor 
may give an order to admit any stranger to the gallery at any 
meeting of the Council or General Purposes Committee. Except 
as above mentioned, no ticket shall be issued. 


(b)—The following Form of Admission shall be adopted, the date 
of the meeting being filled in before the same is issued from the 
Town Hall :—

(d)—Subject to the provisions of the Local Authorities (Admission 
of the Press to Meetings) Act, 1908, the Lord Mayor may, at any 
time during the proceedings, if he think it necessary, to secure order, 
direct the removal of any person or persons from the gallery, or 
order the gallery to be wholly cleared. 


(e)—The Lord Mayor shall give such directions as are necessary for 
the enforcement of these rules. 


Precedence. 


81.—For the purpose of determining the seniority of members of the 
Council, with a view to the allotment of their seats in the Council Chamber, 
and for other purposes, a list shall be prepared by the Town Clerk, in which 
shall be inserted in the first place the names of the several Aldermen in the 
order of their respective periods of continuous and uninterrupted tenure of 
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that office ; and in the next place the names of the several Councillors in Precedence 
the order of their respective periods of continuous and uninterrupted 

tenure of the office of Councillor, but any interval not exceeding 
twenty-five months in duration shall not be considered to be -an 
interruption. Provided that the Deputy-Mayor shall in all cases take 
precedence next after the Lord Mayor. 


82.—In the case of equality arising from the election of Aldermen upon 
the same day, priority shall be determined by the seniority of the newly- 
- elected Aldermen in the list of Councillors. 


83.—In the case of equality arising from the election upon the same 
day of Aldermen or Councillors, one or more of whom has or have 
been a member or members of the Council upwards of twenty-five months 
previously, such member or members shall rank before the Aldermen or 
Councillors who are elected with them for the first time, and if there shall 
be two or more such members they shall rank infer se according to their 
original elections or priorities ; and in the case of equality arising from 
the election upon the same day of Aldermen or Councillors, none of whom 
has previously been a member of the Council, the question of seniority 
shall be determined once for all by the Lord Mayor by ballot, at which 
the persons interested shall have notice to attend. 


Corporate Property. 
84.—A Corporate Estate Book shall be kept, in which all the properties Prope 
of the Corporation shall be entered in detail, the entries being certified by 
the Town Clerk, and as far as practicable plans of the properties shall be 
placed in such book. 


85.—The properties of the Corporation shall be valued once every five 
years by or for the Committees having control thereof respectively. 


86.—In the event of licensed houses being purchased by the Corporation 
for improvement, sanitary, and other public purposes, it be an instruction 
to the Town Clerk to notify to the Chief Constable all such purchases and 
the circumstances connected therewith, and to furnish evidence, when 
required, before the Magistrates on any application in connection with 


such licence.

89.—The minimum wages of all adult male clerks and able-bodied 
labourers of the Corporation who work in or outside the City—when 
working a full week—shall be 26s. per week, with the exception of those 
who, because of advancing years or deficient capacity, are retained at 
lower wages. 

90.—The amount to which Committees are authorised, without special 
resolution of the Council, to advance the salaries or wages of persons in 
the employ of the Corporation shall be 63s. per week. 


91.— Unless otherwise determined by special resolution of the Council, 
notice of all proposed advances of salary over 63s. per week shall be placed 
on the circular summoning the Council for the first meeting in February 
in each year, and shall be considered at the first meeting of the Council 
in March of each year. 


92.—Unless otherwise determined by special resolution, no recom- 
mendation or proposal for an advance of salary shall be taken into 
consideration before the meeting of the Council which shall be held next 
after the meeting at which such recommendation or proposal shall be 
first submitted—nor except such recommendation or proposal appears 
on the summons to the Council for each of such meetings. 


93.—-Provided that the foregoing Orders 90, 91, and 92 shall not apply 
to an advance of salary to a member of the Police Force or Fire Brigade 
under any scale of pay which has received the approval of the Council by 
special resolution, or to advances of the salaries of persons in the employ 
of the Education Committee. 


94.-—-The paid officials of the Corporation shall not be allowed to 
receive any additional salary or remuneration for any further appointment 
without the special sanction of the Council being obtained by resolution 
placed on the notice paper stating the services to be rendered and the 
entire salary and emoluments from all sources. Provided that this rule 
shall not apply to extra services. which may be rendered by officials of 
the Corporation to the Education Committee: a list of the payments 
to such officials to be made annually to the Council. 


95.—(1) All the employees of the Corporation who are required from 
time to time to work overtime without remuneration shall not have any 
reduction made in their ordinary salaries or wages when the Town Hall 
is closed, or when they are absent by the consent of the various 
Authorities ; but those employees who demand and receive remuneration 
when overtime is worked shall not be entitled to receive remuneration 
when they are not working.

over night to be certified by the Chairman of the Committee interested. 


98.—That no Superintendent or Chief Clerk (excepting those connected Veni 
with the Police) be provided with Uniform Clothing, or any allowance 7 
therefor.

99.—The Corporate Common Seal of the Corporation shall be kept in Common Seal 
a box or safe, to be locked by means of two locks of different construction.

101.—The Lord Mayor’s key shall be always kept by himself or by one 
of two persons, being members of the Council, who shall be named by 
the Lord Mayor as deputies for this purpose on his taking office.

103.—No seal shall be affixed without the presence of a representative

68, transferred to the Council by the Local 
Government Act, 1888, shall be exercised and discharged without requiring 
the observance of the conditions specified in the 5th Section of the said 
first-mentioned Act, as to countersignature by two Justices of the applica- 
tion for a licence, as to delivery of such application to the Clerk to the 
Justices, as to the limitation of the time for the consideration of such 
application, as to the holding of a special session and the notice to be given 
thereof, and as to the signing, sealing, and reading of every licence in 
open Court ; and the said powers, duties, and liabilities shall be exercised 
and discharged at any ordinary or special meeting of the Watch Committee 
of the Council, to whom the Council have delegated such powers, duties, 
and liabilities ; and the same shall be exercised and discharged in the 
manner and subject to the conditions hereinafter in Standing Orders 106 
to 116 provided. 


106.—All applications for the licensing of houses or places for the 
public performance of stage plays shall be made in writing, by notice 
addressed to the Town Clerk, and delivered at his Office at the Town Hall ; 
and in such notice shall be fully stated the situation of the house or place 
in respect of which such application is made, and the period for which 
the licence is desired, the Christian names and surname, and the place of 
abode of the person applying for the licence, who must be the actual 
and responsible Manager for the time being of the house or place in respect 
of which the licence is applied for, and of two responsible persons willing 
to become bound (with the Applicant) in the penal sum of One Hundred 
Pounds each, as hereinafter provided. 


107.—Any such application shall be considered at a meeting of the 
Watch Committee, to be held not less than seven clear days after the 
receipt thereof by the Town Clerk, and the Town Clerk shall, five clear 
days at least before the meeting of the Watch Committee at which any 
such application is to be considered, cause a notice thereof to be affixed 
to the Town Hall door, and of the time and place at which the application 
will be considered by the Watch Committee. 
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108.—Any person objecting to the granting of any licence by the Watch 
Committee shall notify the same in writing, stating the grounds of 
objection, which shall be delivered at the Town Clerk’s Office at the Town 
Hall three clear days before the meeting of the Watch Committee at 
which the application is to be considered, and a copy of such notice of 
objection shall, three clear days before the said meeting, be delivered by 
the person objecting to the applicant for a licence or left at the address 
given in the application.

(d)—No Wine, Beer, or Spirituous Liquors shall be sold or consumed 
in any Theatre, save in Refreshment Rooms provided for the 
purpose and previously approved by the Watch Committee, and 
save only during the time when such Theatre is open to the public 
for performance therein of Stage Plays. 


(e)—No seats or other obstructions of any kind whatever shall be 
permitted in the passages, staircases, and corridors of any 
Theatre, and no person (except an official or servant of the 
Theatre) shall be permitted to stand, sit, or remain in any 
vestibule, passage, staircase, lobby, corridor, gangway, or 
vacant space (forming part of any exit way) of any Theatre, 
or to use the same for any purpose except that of passing 
to or from the Theatre, or from one part to another part of 
the Theatre.

except in pursuance of an order of the Council. ) 


112.—Before any licence shall be handed over to the applicant he shall 
pay all fees and charges in respect of such licence, and shall, with two 
approved sureties, enter into a Bond, as to the applicant in the penal sum 
of Two Hundred Pounds and as to each surety in the penal sum of One 
Hundred Pounds, for the due observance of the rules which shall be in 
force at any time during the currency of the licence for the regulation of 
the licensed premises, and for securing payment of the penalties which 
such Manager may be adjudged to pay for breach of the said rules, or 
any of the provisions of the Act 6 and 7 Vic., cap.

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Employers and Re-enlisting of Hx-Army Men. 


Memorandum. 
The following letter was read and ordered to be entered on 


the Minutes :— 
War Office, 
London, 8.W.., 
(AG. 13 12th November, 1914. 


Sir,—I am commanded by the Army Council to inform you that 
as a result of the great response made by the Nation to the King’s 
appeal, over 600,000 recruits have enlisted into the New Armies 
since the outbreak of war, and more men are being attested day 
by day. 


Owing to the success of this appeal, the Military Authorities 
are faced with great difficulties in finding the necessary number of 
trained officers and non-commissioned officers required to drill and 
instruct this large number of recruits. Since the outbreak of war, 
daily announcements have appeared in the Press to the effect that 
ex-non-commissioned officers, especially ex-regular non-commissioned 
officers, are urgently required. Although many ex-non-commissioned 
officers, who have served their country in the past, have again come 
forward in the most patriotic manner and re-enlisted for the 
duration of the war, there are still too many of this class who, so 
far, have made no response to the appeal. 


The principal reasons given by these men for not coming forward 
in the present emergency are :— 


(1) That employers will not let them go, or, if they leave, 
that employers will not guarantee to reinstate them on their 
return at the end of the war. 

(2) That if they re-enlist, their wives and children, or, in 
the case of unmarried men, their parents or other dependants, 
will not be provided for. 


(3) That if they hold back from re-enlisting, the Government 
will eventually give them a bounty or higher rates of pay. 


As regards (1). Employers of labour as a body have come 
forward most patriotically, and in many cases most liberally, and 
have by no means made it difficult for their ex-non-commissioned 
officer or ex-soldier employees to re-enlist; they have in many 
instances not only encouraged such men to rejoin the army but 
have made it financially easy for them to do so. If in certain cases 
employers have refused to let ex-non-commissioned officers leave 
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their employment, it is believed that they have done so in ignorance 
of the great need the country has for the services of every available 
competent non-commissioned officer. 


As regards (2). Since the outbreak of war the rates of separation 
allowance have been increased and extended to include dependants 
other than wives and children. 


As regards (3). There is no intention of giving bounties or 
increases of pay to those ex-non-commissioned officers who are now 
holding back with a view to better terms being offered later. 


If the war is to be brought to a speedy and successful end it 
is essential that all classes should do their utmost to assist the 
Military Authorities so that the New Armies may be ready to take 
their place in the fighting line as early as possible. Unless a 
plentiful supply of trained non-commissioned officers is forthcoming 
for the new units, there will be great difficulties in training the 
newly enlisted men quickly and efficiently. 


I am therefore to ask you that you will encourage every ex- 
warrant or ex-non-commissioned officer in your employment, who 
is physically fit and competent, to re-enlist in the present emergency, 
and that you will make it easy for him to do so. 


If you have any ex-non-commissioned officers in your employ- 
ment, it is suggested that you call them together and point out 
to them that the best service they can do for their country at the 
present time is to go to the nearest recruiting office and re-enlist 
in the army for the period of the war, and that you inform them 
that any man who does so will have his place kept open for him 
during his absence. 


If you are prepared to do this service for the State, the Army 
Council will be glad to know what number of ex-non-commissioned 
officers rejoin the army for the duration of the war as a result of 
your appeal.

The Council of the City of Manchester, in pursuance of the 
Representation of the People Act, 1867 (Section 34); the Ballot Act, 
1872 (Section 5), and the several Acts continuing the same ; the Corrupt 
and Illegal Practices Prevention Act, 1883 (Section 47); and of all 
other powers enabling them in this behalf, do order that the six 
Divisions of the Parliamentary Borough of Manchester be and they 
are hereby severally divided into the Polling Districts specified in the 
Schedule hereto. | 


And the said Council, in pursuance of the Parliamentary and Municipal 
Registration Act, 1878, and of all other powers enabling them in this 
behalf, hereby ratify and confirm a certain instrument dated the 2nd day 
of March, 1881, under the Common Seal of the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Citizens of the City of Manchester in the County of Lancaster, directing 
the arrangement of Lists and Registers of Voters according to streets, 
and the said Council hereby declare that the said instrument shall apply 
to the Parliamentary Borough of Manchester, as enlarged by the 
Redistribution of Seats Act, 1885, and to the several Divisions of such 
Borough.

Read following communication :— 
Circular. 


Local Authorities. 
Local Government Board, 


Whitehall, S.W., 
llth March, 1915. 
Organisation of Labour. 

Sir,—I am directed by the Local Government Board to state that 
they have received a communication from the Committee of Imperial 
Defence, who have had under consideration the necessity of securing 
the best organisation of the labour force of the country in existing 
circumstances. In view of the needs of recruiting and of the demand 
for labour for the manufacture of war materials, and for the 
production and transport of the necessary supplies for the population, 
the Committee of Imperial Defence emphasise the importance of 
releasing male labour of high physical quality, so far as possible, 
from other occupations, and of substituting, where necessary, men 
of more advanced years, or, where the conditions allow, women 
workers. 


The Board are aware that local authorities generally have done 
much to facilitate the enlistment of those of their employees who 
are eligible for military service, and who can be spared, and they 
are far from suggesting that the normal staffs should be depleted to 
such a degree that the services for which the local authorities are 
responsible could no longer be carried on with efficiency. But at 
a time when the vital interests of the country imperatively require 
that as many fit men as possible should be added to the Army, 
when the manufacture of munitions of war is hampered by lack of 
labour, and when the same cause gives rise to difficulties in the 
supply and transport of food, fuel, and other necessaries—difficulties 
which have largely contributed to the recent increase in prices—the 
Government are compelled to remind the local authorities of the 
importance of making adequate arrangements for utilising to the 
best advantage the available supply of labour. They would urge 
that only men who are indispensable for the work of the local 
authority should be refused permission to enlist ; that artisans who 
belong to trades needed in the arsenals, dockyards, and armament 
factories should, wherever possible, be released and encouraged to. 
find employment there; and that where there is a demand for 


\ 
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labourers on the railways, in the docks, and on farms, etc., the local 
authority should facilitate the transfer to those employments of any 
men who can be spared and who can there find suitable occupation 
and remuneration. In pursuance of this policy it will be necessary to 
economise labour to the greatest extent possible, and, where 
substitutes are needed, to engage only men who are not eligible for 
the Army and not suited for the occupations to which labour should 
be transferred. There are some posts in which the employment 
temporarily of women in place of men may be practicable. 


At the outset of the War there was reason to fear that unemploy- 
ment might be widespread. The Government Committee on the 
Prevention and Relief of Distress suggested to local authorities that 
they should have in readiness schemes for new works and buildings, 
which could be put into operation in case serious unemployment 
should arise. Local authorities have in general responded to this 
suggestion, and in most cases such schemes are ready or in an 
advanced stage of preparation. Happily, however, after the first 
few weeks, the trade of the country recovered from its dislocation, 
and the enlistment of large numbers of men and the execution of 
war contracts have in most districts converted the problem to be 
faced from one of unemployment to one of shortage of labour. In 
these circumstances an opposite policy is indicated, and it becomes 
necessary to avoid the inception of all new works, except such as 
are of pressing necessity, either for reasons of public health or on 
account of war requirements. 


Moreover, it is essential to see that capital as well as labour is 
made available in the directions in which it can best further the 
national interests during the War, and, as you are no doubt aware, 
the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury have decided to 
restrict capital issues by local authorities, as well as by public 
companies, within the narrowest limits. 


After the termination of the War, when the men return from the 
Army and when the war contracts cease, it is possible that the 
question of unemployment may again become acute. The schemes 
for new works and buildings, which have been or are being prepared, 
would then be of the greatest value, and undertakings, which are 
now reluctantly postponed owing to the need of economising both 
capital and labour, could then be carried into effect with double 
advantage. 
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The Board direct me to enclose a copy of the Memorandum 
entitled “‘ Officers of Local Authorities on Naval or Military Service ”’ 
which they issued on the 21st August last. 


In that Memorandum the Board indicated their view that Local 
Authorities might properly keep open the places of officers in their 
employ who joined His Majesty’s forces with their permission, and 
the Board think that a similar view might, if the Local Authority 
were willing, apply to those persons in their employ who, in the 
present emergency, enter other employments, as suggested in this 
Circular. 


The Board are aware that the policy which, in accordance with 
the conclusions of the Committee of Imperial Defence, they recom- 
mend in this circular may involve the employment by local authorities 
of less efficient labour, the postponement of many desirable works, 
and some public inconvenience. But they have no doubt that the 
difficulties will be faced and the inconvenience cheerfully borne in 
view of the needs of the time and the gravity of the issues at stake.

Officers of Local Authorities on Naval or Military 
Service. 


The Local Government Board have prepared the following 
Memorandum for the information and guidance of Local Authorities 
(including Poor Law Authorities). 


On the 6th instant the President stated, in reply to a question in 
the House of Commons, as follows :— 


“T am advised that it is competent to any local authority to 
grant leave of absence to persons in their employment who have 
been called out for active service as members of the Army 
Reserve or Territorial Forces, and to make reasonable payment 
in respect of their wages or salaries to persons authorised by 
them to receive the money.” 
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The Board think that Local Authorities may properly grant leave 
of absence to officers in their employ who are already in His Majesty’s 
Forces, or who join them with their permission, and may properly 
make such allowances in respect of salary as they think reasonable 
in the particular circumstances. 


The Board further consider that Local Authorities may properly 
pay temporary substitutes for officers who are summoned or volunteer 
with their permission for Naval or Military Service. 


The Treasury Regulations and Instructions of the llth and 20th 
August, 1914, dealing with the case of Civil Servants on Naval or 
Military Service, provide for the payment to them or to their 
representatives during their absence from Civil duty of their full 
Civil Pay, less a deduction on account of Navy or Army Pay and 
allowances. For all ranks below Commissioned Officer this deduction 
will be at the rate of seven shillings a week, together with the actual 
amount of any Army separation allowance paid to the family of a 
married man. As regards a Commissioned Officer the deduction 
will be equal to his active service pay (allowances being neglected). 
The Civil Posts of these officers and men will not be permanently 
filled during their absence on Naval or Military Service, and that 
service will count for Civil Pension and for increments of Civil Salary.

Act, 1899), Sections 182 to 185 of the Public Health Act, 1875 (made 
applicable by Section 24 of the Manchester Corporation (General 
Powers) Act, 1899), Section 49 of the Manchester Corporation Waterworks 
and Improvement Act, 1875 (as amended by Section 24 of the Manchester 
Corporation (General Powers) Act, 1899), Sections 23 and 24 of the 
Manchester Corporation (General Powers) Act, 1899, Section 68 of the 
Town Police Clauses Act, 1847 (incorporated by Section 171 of the Public 
Health Act, 1875), and all other enactments them hereunto enabling, 
make the following bye-laws, namely :— | 
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BYE-LAWS. 


43. Throughout these bye-laws the following words and expressions 
have the meanings hereinafter respectively assigned to them, that is 
to say :— ; 


“ Corporation ”? means the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens 


of the City of Manchester acting by the Council of the said City. 


‘ Authorised Stand” means a stand for hackney carriages fixed 
by the Corporation. 


“Horse ” includes a mule or other beast of draught or burden. 


44. Every proprietor or driver of a hackney carriage plying for hire 
(whether horse-drawn or mechanically-propelled) shall be entitled to 
demand and take for the hire of such hackney carriage the rates of fares 
hereinafter prescribed, and in every case the hiring shall be by distance, 
unless the hirer and the proprietor or driver otherwise mutually agree at 
the commencement of the hiring to engage by time, in which case the 
fare shall be determined by time ; 


(I.) By distance, one shallong for the first mile or any part thereof, 
and after the first mile threepence for each additional fourth or 
lesser portion of a mile; and if kept waiting by the hirer for more 
than five minutes in the aggregate during the hiring, for any time 
during which such hackney carriage shall be so kept waiting over 
and above five minutes in the aggregate the sum of four shillings 
per hour, and so in proportion for any less time than an hour: 
and 


(II.) By time, four shillings per hour, and so in proportion for any 
less time than an hour: 


Provided as follows :— 


(a) If the hiring is by distance the hirer may, where the distance 
travelled has exceeded one mile from the place where the carriage 
was engaged, and such carriage has not been kept waiting more 
than fifteen minutes, return along the same route to the place where 
the carriage was engaged or any point short thereof at half fare ; 


(b) For luggage conveyed outside the hackney carriage, an extra 
charge of twopence per package may be made; 


(c) When such proprietor or driver shall have agreed or shall have 
been hired to be in attendance with such carriage at an appointed 
time and place, and shall have proceeded thereto from one of the 
authorised stands, he shall, if the hiring is then and there terminated, 
be entitled to demand and take for the hire of such carriage, in 
respect of the distance from such stand to such place, the rate or 
fare hereinbefore prescribed. 
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45. No proprietor or driver of any hackney carriage shall demand for 
a fare a greater sum than the amount authorised to be demanded, 
received, or taken in accordance with these bye-laws. 


46. Every person who shall offend against the foregoing bye- 
laws shall be lable for every such offence to a penalty of fwe pounds, 
and in case of a continuing offence to a further penalty of forty shillings 
for each day after written notice of the offence from the Corporation. 
Provided nevertheless that the Justices or Court before whom any 
complaint may be made or any proceedings may be taken in respect of 
any such offence, may, if they think fit, adjudge the payment as a penalty 
of any sum less than the full amount of the penalty imposed by this 
bye-law. 


47. From and after the date of confirmation of these bye-laws the 
bye-laws numbered 25 and 26 of the Bye-laws relating to Hackney 
Jarriages and Omnibuses (Horse-drawn and Mechanically-propelled), 
made by the Corporation on the third day of October, 1913, and allowed 
by the Local Government Board on the 12th day of January, 1914, shall 
be repealed : 


Provided that such repeal shall not affect anything duly done or 
suffered, or any right or liability acquired, accrued or incurred, or any 
security or undertaking given under the bye-laws hereby repealed, or 
any penalty, forfeiture, or punishment incurred in respect of any offence 
committed against such bye-laws, or any investigation, legal proceeding, 
or remedy in respect of any such right, lability, security, undertaking, 
penalty, forfeiture, or punishment as aforesaid, and any such investigation, 
legal proceeding, and remedy may be carried on as if these bye-laws 
had not been made.

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Increase wn the Price of Gas. 
Memorandum. 
The following Memorial was read, and ordered to be entered 


on the Minutes :— 
To the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Councillors of 
the City of Manchester. 


THE MeEMoRIAL OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE MANCHESTER AND 
SALFORD SANITARY ASSOCIATION 
RESPECTFULLY SHEWETH 
THAT the Sanitary Association has for the whole period of its 
existence (now 63 years) continuously advocated the prevention of 
air pollution as an essential means of realising a reasonable standard 
of public health and welfare in this district. 


THat for several years past Manchester has set a praiseworthy 
example to other municipalities, especially those in manufacturing 
districts, in relation to the chief source of air pollution, viz., the 
smoke nuisance, and by the recently adopted enlightened policy of 
reducing the price of gas a great stimulus has been given to the use 
of it for heating, cooking, and power ; and that this, and the pressure 
brought to bear upon steam users to prevent excessive production 
of smoke from mills and other factories, have resulted in a marked 
improvement in the atmosphere of the City. 


THAT your Memorialists have however observed, with some alarm, 
that on the ground of increased cost of coal and the inevitable 
advance of wages and other costs of production, it has been proposed 
to adopt the retrograde policy of increasing the price of gas by 6d. 
per 1,000 cubic feet, and that this in the opinion of your Memorialists 
will have the effect of decreasing, if not entirely destroying the 
improvement in the condition of the air of the City recently achieved, 
and will cause a recrudescence of evils and hardships to tradespeople 
and others which were becoming less pronounced owing mainly to 
the diminution of air pollution. 


THAT notwithstanding the increased cost of production of gas uncer 
present conditions your Memorialists are informed on good authority 
that it can still be produced without loss at 2s. per 1,000 cubic feet. 
That by increasing the price the incidence of rating would be rendered 
still more unfair than at present, as the comparatively few large 
users of gas who provide the bulk of the profits are compelled in 
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effect to contribute a portion of the rates which should be paid by 
other classes of citizens, such as well-to-do people who use no gas 
for purposes of illumination and only a limited quantity or none 
for cooking, etc. That it is not contended that any considerable 
profit is made on the gas supplied to small users, although there is 
a very fair return on the consumption by cottagers who pay for 
their own gas and use automatic meters. That next to the very 
large consumers inequality of rating is borne mainly by the middle 
classes, which embrace all those who have no means of increasing 
their income to meet the increased cost of living. 


Your Memorialists respectfully submit for your consideration the 
following points :— 


1. At the present time the War Department need all the 
toluol that can be produced throughout the country for the 
manufacture of explosives, and special care is taken by the 
Custom House Authorities to prevent the export of tar oils 
containing that substance. 


2. If the price of gas be increased the effect will be, as 
experience has proved, that the consumption will decrease 
proportionately, and there will of course be a corresponding 
decrease in the output of tar and toluol, and of benzol, which 
is also required by the War Department. The importance of 
maintaining a full output of gas is obvious from the fact that 
only a few ounces of toluol is obtained from each ton of coal 
carbonised. ‘The greater the quantity of gas consumed, the 
less is the cost of production to the Corporation. Moreover, the 
high price of coal upon which the proposed increase in the price 
of gas is mainly based is in itself a powerful stimulus to citizens, 
who have not yet done so, to use gas for heating and cooking, 
thereby necessitating largely increased production, and the 
greater competition of gas with the wasteful use of crude coal 
for heating, cooking, and power thus developed should have the 
effect of helping to reduce the price of coal to its normal rate. 
The two probable effects—increased consumption and cheaper 
coal—would probably enable the Gas Committee to make even 
greater profits than those realised hitherto. 


3. Various other considerations, such as the damage caused 
to shopkeepers and householders by polluted air, have from time

Sir,—I am directed by the Local Government Board to advert to 
the interview which took place recently between yourself and the 
Board’s Inspector with reference to the appeal made by Lord 
Kitchener to Local Authorities for the supply of labour for use in 
increasing the output of munitions. 


The response to this appeal has been that a large number of names 
of men whose services might be made available has been supplied, 
and the Board desire to thank you for the action which you have 
taken in the matter. 


The lists of men as received from Local Authorities have been 
sent to the War Office, and Lord Kitchener has expressed his 
appreciation of the readiness to help which those Authorities have 
shown in this matter, and the promptitude with which so large a 
number of offers has been made. It may not be easy to absorb, 
except slowly, unskilled labour in work much of which is of a highly 
technical character, but arrangements have been made for an official 
of the Board of Trade, as occasion demands, to communicate with 
the Council’s officials and arrange with them as to the engagement 
of suitable men.

Appointments of Officers during the period of the War. 
Local Government Board, 


Whitehall, S.W., 
21st May, 1915. 


Sir,—I am directed by the Local Government Board to refer to 
their Circular Letter of the 11th March,* and to the suggestions 
there made for the provision by local authorities of all possible 
facilities to persons in their employ for joining the Army or finding 
employment in those occupations which are of paramount importance 
during the present War. 


In that Circular the Board pointed out that it would be necessary 
to economise labour to the greatest extent possible, and, where 
substitutes are needed, to engage only men who are not eligible for 
the Army or suited for the special occupations in question. 


The Board are aware that many local authorities have recognised 
the importance of applying a similar principle in cases where 
vacancies arise in offices and employments which might normally 
be filled by the appointment of young men of military age. Some 
cases have, however, come under their notice in which men who are 
eligible for the Army or for the special occupations referred to have 
been selected to fill such vacancies, although it might have been : 
possible to make some other arrangement. | 


The Board would accordingly suggest that whenever vacancies 
occur, and it is unlikely that candidates suitable for permanent 
appointment who are not eligible for the Army or for special work 
in connection with the War can be obtained, the local authority 
should consider first whether it would be possible by a re-arrangement 
of duties among other officers to avoid any fresh appointment during 
the period of the War; and that if this should be found 
impracticable, they should endeavour to secure the services of any 
retired officer with the requisite experience who might be able and 
willing to act during that period, or, failing this, should engage 
persons temporarily, who are not eligible for the Army or the 
special occupations, as recommended in the previous Circular, in 
the case of substitutes.

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The Board recognise that persons so engaged may not always 
possess the same standard of qualification as would be required in 
the case of permanent appointments, but it should be made clear to 
them, when engaged, that the employment is only temporary, and 
that permanent appointments made after the War will be subject 
to all the ordinary conditions.

My dear Lord Mayor,—It has been felt that some opportunity 
should be given to the people of this country to express their very 
deep appreciation of the wonderful work which has been done by 
the French during these months of crisis. 


It has therefore been decided to set apart Wednesday, July 7th, 
as “ France’s Day ” throughout the country, and your co-operation 
in making it a success worthy of its object would be greatly 
appreciated. 


Any proceeds received will be appropriately devoted to the funds 
of the French Red Cross (Comité de Londres, 9, Knightsbridge, 
London, 8.W.), which is doing magnificent work in equipping and 
maintaining hospitals for the wounded all over France. 


It is hoped (a) to persuade shops on that day to give up a portion 
of their counter space to the sale of French goods, a percentage of 
the profits being devoted to the Fund. Such proceeds are to be sent 
to me marked “ French Red Cross Comité de Londres,” and will 
be duly acknowledged ; (b) to induce all newspapers to give up some 
portion of their editorial space to ‘* France’s Day ” articles ; (c) to 
arrange for local residents of importance to hold receptions, at which 
gifts in money or kind may be handed in for the French Red Cross 
(Comité de Londres). Lastly—and in this your support will be 
specially welcome—it is proposed to present to the French 
Ambassador, as the representative of his Nation, an address (copy 
of which is enclosed) to be signed by the Mayors of all Boroughs 
throughout the Kingdom.

I trust that you will see your way to co-operate in this scheme 
and to attach your signature, in order that it may be incorporated 
in the address to be presented. If it is feasible, and your Corporation 
should approve, it would obviously add greatly to the weight and 
influence of the address if the Corporation Seal could be attached ; 
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indeed such a document, with the signatures of all the Mayors and 
the seals of all the Cities and Boroughs, would probably be unique.

RESERVE CLASS. 


Police Acts, 1890-1915. 


Rules for the formation of a Class, hereinafter called the ‘* Reserve 
Class,” for Officers of the Manchester City Police Force who have 
become entitled to retire on pension without Medical Certificate, 
but whose services are retained in the Force under the provisions 
of the above-mentioned Acts :— ; 

(1) Members of the Police Force who have completed 
sufficient service, and are entitled under the Police Regulations 
to superannuation and to retire from the Police Force without 
Medical Certificate, and are considered fully efficient for active 
duty and are of good character, are eligible for the Reserve 
Class. 


(2) A member of the Reserve Class may at any time give 
two months’ notice of his desire to retire. Members may at any — 
time be called on by the Watch Committee to retire on the 
pension to which they are entitled. 


(3) Each member of the Reserve Class will be required, in 
compliance with the provisions of the Police (Superannuation) 
Act, 1906, to be examined every year by the Police Surgeon 
as to physical fitness for further service, and an annual report 
as to his efficiency will be made to the Watch Committee. No 
officer’s services will be further retained unless these reports 
are fully satisfactory as to the officer’s efficiency and physical 
fitness for active duty. 


(4) A member of the Reserve Class will be granted extra 
(non-pensionable) pay at the rate of one-fifth of the pay he is 
then receiving as a police officer. 


(5) A member of the force who has duly completed sufficient 
approved service, and been admitted to the Reserve Class, shall 
not be liable to forfeit the pension to which he has become 
entitled by reason of such service, except for the causes set forth 
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in Section 8 of the Police Act, 1890, as amended by Section 5 of 
the Poliee (Superannuation) Act, 1906. 


(6) The extra Pay is not pensionable, and is not subject to 
any rateable deductions, nor will any rateable deductions be 
made from his ordinary pay after the date his pension has been 
secured. 


(7) The extra Pay will not be paid during absence from duty 
owing to sickness. 


(8) The ordinary deductions will in addition to stoppage of 
extra pay be made from the ordinary pay according to rank 
during absence from duty owing to sickness. 

(9) The full ordinary and extra pay will be paid during 


absence from duty on annual or rotation leave. 


These Regulations to be applicable to every member of the Police 
Force, and in accordance with Section 1, Sub-Section 3 of the Police 
(Superannuation) Act, 1906, such extra pay will not be subject to 
rateable deductions nor reckoned in the calculation of the amount 
of pension or gratuity awarded to such member of the Force under 
the Police Act, 1890, or the Police Act, 1893.

BYE-LAWS relating to HACKNEY CARRIACES (Horse- 


drawn and Mechanically-propelled). 


The Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of the City of Manchester 
being assembled in Council at the Town Hall in the said City on the 
fifth day of May, 1915, do hereby under and by virtue of the 
powers conferred upon them by Sections 174 and 175 of an Act 
passed in the eighth year of the reign of Her late Majesty Queen Victoria 
intituled “An Act for the Good Government and Police Regulation of 
the Borough of Manchester” (as amended by Section 23 of the Man- 
chester Corporation (General Powers) Act, 1899), Section 32 of the 
Manchester Corporation Waterworks and Improvement Act, 1872 (as 
amended by Section 24 of the Manchester Corporation (General Powers) 
Act, 1899), Sections 182 to 185 of the Public Health Act, 1875 (made 
applicable by Section 24 of the Manchester Corporation (General 
Powers) Act, 1899), Section 49 of the Manchester Corporation Waterworks 
and Improvement Act, 1875 (as amended by Section 24 of the Manchester 
Corporation (General Powers) Act, 1899), Sections 23 and 24 of the 
Manchester Corporation (General Powers) Act, 1899, Section 68 of the 
Town Police Clauses Act, 1847 (incorporated by Section 171 of the Public 
Health Act, 1875), and all other enactments them hereunto enabling, 
make the following bye-laws, namely :— 
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BYE-LAWS. 


43. Throughout these bye-laws the following words and expressions 
have the meanings hereinafter respectively assigned to them, that is 
to say :—

“Corporation ’? means the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens 
of the City of Manchester acting by the Council of the said City. 


‘Authorised Stand”? means.a stand for hackney carriages fixed 
by the Corporation. 


“Horse ”’ includes a mule or other beast of draught or burden. 


44. Every proprietor or driver of a hackney carriage plying for hire 
(whether horse-drawn or mechanically-propelled) shall be entitled to 
demand and take for the hire of such hackney carriage the rates of fares 
hereinafter prescribed, and in every case the hiring shall be by distance, 
unless the hirer and the proprietor or driver otherwise mutually agree at 
the commencement of the hiring to engage by time, in which case the 
fare shall be determined by time ; 


(I.) By distance, one shelling for the first mile or any part thereof, 
and after the first mile threepence for each additionaj fourth or 
lesser portion of a mile; and if kept waiting by the hirer for more 
than five minutes in the aggregate during the hiring, for any time 
during which such hackney carriage shall be so kept waiting over 
and above five minutes in the aggregate the sum of four shillings 
per hour, and so in proportion for any less time than an hour: 
and 


(II.) By time, four shillings per hour, and so in proportion for any 
less time than an hour: 


Provided as follows :— 


(a) If the hiring is by distance the hirer may, where the distance 
travelled has exceeded one mile from the place where the carriage 
was engaged, and such carriage has not been kept waiting more 
than fifteen minutes, return along the same route to the place where 
the carriage was engaged or any point short thereof at half fare; 


(b) For luggage conveyed outside the hackney carriage, an extra 
charge of twopence per package may be made; 


(c) When such proprietor or driver shall have agreed or shall have 
been hired to be in attendance with such carriage at an appointed 
time and place, and shall have proceeded thereto from one of the 
authorised stands, he shall, if the hiring is then and there terminated, 
be entitled to demand and take for the hire of such carriage, in 
respect of the distance from such stand to such place, the rate or 
fare hereinbefore prescribed. 


45. No proprietor or driver of any hackney carriage shall demand for 
a fare a greater sum than the amount authorised to be demanded, 
received, or taken in accordance with these bye-laws. 
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46. Every person who shall offend against the foregoing bye- 
laws shall be liable for every such offence to a penalty of five pounds, 
and in case of a continuing offence to a further penalty of forty shillings 
for each day after written notice of the offence from the Corporation. 
Provided nevertheless that the Justices or Court before whom any 
complaint may be made or any proceedings may be taken in respect of 
any such offence, may, if they think fit, adjudge the payment as a penalty 
of any sum less than the full amount of the penalty imposed by this 
bye-law. 


47. From and after the date of confirmation of these bye-laws the 
bye-laws numbered 25 and 26 of the Bye-laws relating to Hackney 
Carriages and Omnibuses (Horse-drawn and Mechanically-propelled), 
made by the Corporation on the third day of October, 1913, and allowed 
by the Local Government Board on the 12th day of January, 1914, shall 
be repealed : 


Provided that such repeal shall not affect anything duly done or 
suffered, or any right or lability acquired, accrued or incurred, or any 
security or undertaking given under the bye-laws hereby repealed, or 
any penalty, forfeiture, or punishment incurred in respect of any offence 
committed against such bye-laws, or any investigation, legal proceeding, 
or remedy in respect of any such right, liability, security, undertaking, 
penalty, forfeiture, or punishment as aforesaid, and any such investigation, 
legal proceeding, and remedy may be carried on as if these bye-laws 
had not been made.

ORDER FOR THE ALTERATION OF TOWNSHIP BOUNDARIES. 


To the Guardians of the Poor of the Manchester Union ; 


To the Overseers of the Poor of the following Townships within the 
City of Manchester and within the Manchester Poor Law Union, 
viz. :—Manchester, North Manchester, and South Manchester ; 


And to all others whom it may concern. 


WHEREAS by Section 57 of the Local Government Act 1888 it is 
provided (inter alia) that whenever a County Council is satisfied 
that a prima facie case is made out as respects any parish for a 
proposal for the alteration of the boundary thereof the County 
Council may cause such Inquiry to be made in the locality and such 
notice to be given as in such section is mentioned and such other 
Inquiry and notices (if any) as they the County Council think fit 
and if satisfied that such proposal is desirable may make an Order 
for the same accordingly and by Section 59 of the same Act an 
Order under the Act may make such administrative and judicial 
arrangements incidental to or- consequential on any alteration of 
boundaries authorities or other matters made by the Order as may 
seem expedient : 


And whereas the townships hereinafter mentioned are parishes 
within the meaning of the said Act: 


And whereas the City of Manchester is a County Borough under 
the Local Government Act 1888 and by Section 34 of that Act the 
Lord Mayor Aldermen and Citizens of the City of Manchester acting 
by the Council of the said city have and are subject to such of the 
powers duties and liabilities of a County Council under Sections 57 
and 59 of the Act as relate to parishes : 


And whereas the Council of the City of Manchester are satisfied 
that a primd facie case has been made out for a proposal for the 
alteration of the boundary of the township of Manchester so as to 
include in addition the townships of North Manchester and South 
Manchester : 


And whereas the said Council in pursuance of Sections 57 and 87 
of the Local Government Act 1888 the Local Government Act 1894 
and the Local Government Acts (Inquiries and Notices) County 
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Boroughs Order 1902 have caused a Local Inquiry to be made in 
regard to the aforesaid proposal and all matters arising thereout or 
incidental thereto inclusive of the amendment of all or any local 
and personal Acts of Parliament and Orders now in force in the city 
or any portion of the city in relation to or affecting the matters in 
question at which Inquiry all persons interested have been heard : 


And whereas the said Council are satisfied that the proposal for 
the alteration of the boundary of the township of Manchester is 
desirable : | 


Now THEREFORE WE The Lord Mayor Aldermen and Citizens of 
the City of Manchester acting by the Council do hereby order as 
follows :— 


ArticLE I.—This Order may be cited as “ The Manchester (Union Short title. 
of Townships) Order 1915.” 


ArticLe I1.—In this Order the following expressions have (unless Interpre- 
the subject or context otherwise requires) the meanings hereby “"°”” 
assigned to them (that is to say) :— 


“The City ” means the City of Manchester ; 


“The Corporation’ means the Lord Mayor Aldermen and 
Citizens of the City of Manchester ; 


“The Council” means the Council of the city ; 


“The Guardians ’’ means the Guardians of the Poor of the 
Manchester Union ; 


“The existing townships ” means the township of Manchester 
the township of North Manchester and the township of South 
Manchester as they severally existed prior to the commencement 
of this Order ; 


“The united township”? means the township of Manchester 
as altered and extended by this Order ; 


“The Act of 1888 ” means the Local Government Act 1888 ; 
“The Act of 1894 ” means the Local Government Act 1894 ; 


“The Municipal Corporations Acts”? means the Municipal 
Corporations Act 1882 and the Acts amending and extending 
the same, 


ArticLe III.—This Order shall except so far as is otherwise Commence- 
herein expressly provided and so far as there may be anything in Order. 
the subject matter or context inconsistent therewith come into 
operation on the first day of April one thousand nine hundred and 


sixteen. 


ArticLte [V.—The boundary of the existing township of Man- orale 
chester within the city shall be altered and extended so as to include Seat 
in addition to the area of that township the areas of the existing: 
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townships of North Manchester and South Manchester both within 
the city and such township as so altered and extended shall be 
called THE TowNSHIP OF MANCHESTER. 


ArtIcLE V.—(1) The provisions or parts of any Orders of the 
Local Government Board under or by virtue of which the appoint- 
ment of overseers and assistant overseers and the revocation of 
appointment of assistant overseers referred to in section 33. of the 
Act of 1894 are now vested in or transferred to the Corporation or 
the Council with respect to the existing townships or any of them 
shall cease to apply and have effect and the power and duty of 
appointing overseers of the poor of the united township shall by 
virtue of this Order vest in and attach to the Corporation. 


(2) In the month of March one thousand nine hundred and sixteen 
and in every subsequent month of March overseers of the united 
township shall be appointed by the Corporation acting by the Council 


and such overseers shall enter upon office on the first day of April 
following. | 


(3) The Council shall upon making the first appointment of 
overseers under this Article fix a time and place for the first meeting 
of the overseers and cause notice thereof to be given to all persons 
so appointed overseers. The first business at such meeting after 
the election of a chairman shall be the appointment of a clerk to the 
board of overseers of the united township: Provided that the 
overseers may if they think fit appoimt at their first meeting a 
temporary clerk. 


(4) The overseers of the existing townships shall continue to be 
overseers of those townships until the 31st day of March 1916 and 
shall be deemed to be the overseers of the united township from that 
date until the date of the first meeting of the overseers first appointed 
under this Order for the united township. 


(5) Every office of overseer of any of the existing townships shall 
be vacated and determined upon the date of the first meeting of the 
overseers appointed under this Order for the united township. 


ArticLE VI.—AIl property debts and liabilities of the existing 
townships including all property held under any trust for any of the. 
existing townships or the inhabitants or parishioners thereof shall 
subject to the provisions of this Order become the property debts 
and habilities of the united township and in the case of property 
held in trust as aforesaid shall subject to the provisions of this Order 
be held in trust for the united township or for the inhabitants or 
parishioners thereof for the same purposes as heretofore: Provided 
that—

(a) All moneys received and to be received from time to time 
by or on behalf of the overseers of the united township

as fully and effectually as if instead of the overseers for the existing 
townships or any of them the overseers for the united township had 
been parties thereto. 

Saving for ArticLe XV.—AIl and every right custom privilege or power

of the existing townships shall for and in respect of the portion of 
the united township which corresponds with such existing township

To the Lord- Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens 
of the City of Manchester ;

And to all others whom it may concern. 


WHEREAS by sub-section (1) of Section 1 of the Elections and 
Registration Act, 1915 (herein-after referred to as “ the Act of 1915”), 
it is enacted that the next Statutory Hlections of County and Borough 
Councillors, District Councillors, Guardians, and Parish Councillors 
which would take place before the First day of July, One thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, shall be postponed for a year, and that 
the term of office of the existing Councillors and Guardians shall 
accordingly be extended by one year ; 


And whereas by sub-section (3) of the said Section it is enacted 
that the provisions of the Section may be applied, if necessary, 
to the election of the members of any kind of local or other body, 
by Order of Us, the Local Government Board, and by sub-section (4) 
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of the said Section it is enacted that any provisions of any Act 
relating to any such Councillors shall be construed as if they were 
modified in such a manner as to give effect to the provisions of the 
said Section, and that the Local Government Board as respects 
Councillors, if any question arises, may by Order specify the actual 
modification which is to be made in pursuance of the said Section ; 


And whereas by Part VII. of the Manchester Corporation Act, 
1914 (herein-after referred to as “the Local Act ”’), which comprises 
Sections 45 to 47 inclusive of the Local Act, and which, in pursuance 
of Section 43 of the Local Act, will come into operation on the Ist 
day of November, 1915 (herein-after referred to as “‘ the commence- 
ment of Part VII. of the Local Act’’), provision is made in relation — 
to the number und the boundaries of the Wards into which the City 
of Manchester is divided for the purpose of the election of Councillors, 
and in relation to the election of Councillors ; 


And whereas by sub-section (2) of Section 46 of the Local Act it is 
enacted that the Councillors who shall represent certain of the existing 
Wards into which the City is divided, namely, the existing Blackley 
and Moston Ward, the existing Levenshulme North Ward, the 
existing Levenshulme South Ward, the existing New Cross Ward, 
and the existing St. James’s Ward, shall go out of office at the

NOW THEREFORE, in pursuance of the powers given to Us by

RECRUITING AND Locat COMMITTEES. 


Sir,—In connection with the new effort which is being made to recruit 
men for the Army, I hope that all the Local Authorities of England and 
Wales, following the example which has already been set by not a few 
of them, will do everything in their power to assist the work of the local 
Recruiting Authorities. By influence and encouragement, by stimulating 
local enthusiasm, by lending accommodation, by facilitating the employ- 
ment of women in place of men who enlist; and in other ways, the 
members of the Local Authorities, both individually and in their corporate 
capacity, may do much to achieve the great national object in view. 
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It cannot be too much emphasised that there are at this moment a 
very large number of men who could be spared from their present 
occupations, and it will be the duty of the Committee hereinafter 
mentioned to do all in their power to assist the local Recruiting 
Authorities to secure these men for the Army. With a view of disturbing 
as little as possible the essential industries of the country, men have been 
starred,” 2.e., barred from enlistment, but it probably will be found on 
investigation that some of these men can be spared. At the same time 
there are a certain number of men not “ starred ” whose skill and know- 
ledge render them indispensable to the trades and undertakings in which 
they are employed, being men on whose technical capacity the working 
of some industries hinges. 


With regard to both these classes of men, the “starred” and the 
indispensable men, questions may arise in individual cases, and it is 
desired that there should be established local tribunals to which these 
questions can, as long as the need exists, be referred for decision. The 
questions will generally relate to the barring of particular men or to the 
claim of particular employers that individual employees are indispensable. 
Further instructions will be issued on these matters. 


I shall be much obliged if you will be good enough to propose to your 
Council the constitution forthwith of a Committee which will act as the 
local tribunal for the district of the Council. The Committee should be 
a small body, and, unless there are special reasons, such as the size of the 
district, should generally not consist of more than five members. I 
wish to emphasise the importance, having regard to the functions of the 
Committee, of appointing men of impartial and balanced judgment. 
The Committee need not be confined to members of the Council, and I 
am. confident that the Council will not hesitate to appoint persons from 
outside their own body. The Recruiting Officer in your locality will 
not be a member of the Committee, but he or someone on his behalf 
should be present at the hearing of all cases, and he will have the right 
to appeal against any decision to a higher tribunal. It is hoped, however, 
that by the exercise of tact and by a general understanding all men 
who can possibly be spared will be spared, and that such cases of reference 
will be very limited. 

I shall be glad if the Committee can be appointed immediately, at 
latest within the next fourteen days. I shall also be glad if the enclosed 
form can be filled up and returned to me as soon as possible. 
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The incidental expenses of the Committee should be very small; but 
arrangements will be made for their being defrayed otherwise than out 
of the rates. 


It is proposed that an appeal should le from the decision of the local 
Jommittee to a district tribunal, of which a few, each having a wide 
area, will be appointed for the country. The whole of the work will be 
under the direction of a central Committee. 


I am satisfied that the Local Authorities will do their utmost in this 
matter, as in the case of the National Register, to meet the requirements 
of the country in this critical time.

Dear Sir,—May I, as President of the Municipal Corporations 
Association, appeal to members of that body to assist me in the 
present great crisis. Municipal Corporations can not only do this 
by themselves liberating their men, but by their example inspire 
other employers of labour to co-operate. | 


We are at the dividing of the ways, and in order to get the men 
must either make voluntary recruiting a success during the next 
six weeks or revert to other methods. I would beg all your members 
to put themselves in the position of employers in other countries 
where compulsion is part of the law of the land, and endeavour as 
far as possible to make such arrangements as will allow of their 
employees enlisting under the voluntary system. Nobody sees 
clearer than I do the necessity for interfering as little as possible 
with the industrial life of this country, and the scheme I have now 
put forward, which permits of men remaining in their civil employ- 
ment until called up in their turn according to their age and whether 
single or married, will, I trust, reduce an inconvenience, which 
cannot be entirely avoided, to‘a minimum, especially as machinery 
is being constructed whereby men, when called up, who can prove 
that their services are indispensable to their employers can be 
relegated to a later group. 


The success of the scheme must depend not only on the total 
number of men obtained, but on the number of young unmarried 
men who now undertake the obligation to serve their country when 
called upon to do so. 


Needless to say, I shall be pleased to consider any suggestion you 
may make which would facilitate the working of the scheme, 
provided it does not run contrary to my general proposition, that 
every man who can serve his country should now signify his intention 
of doing so.
